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FRENCH GUNS FACTOR 
IN BALKAN VICTORIES 


Most Military Men Except Germans 
Conclude That France has Best 
Artillery in the World, 


The French during the time of the 
Russo-Japanese campaign Frenchmen 
backed the wrong horse, and the hu- 
miliation of their allies was a sore 
disappointment to them. in the Balk- 
an war, however, French sympathies 
have from the start been with the al- 
lied states, and their victories have 
been. hailed with jubilant satisfaction. 
But apart from the pleasure felt by. 
Frenchmen at the successful efforts 
of the little powers to overthrow the 
Turk, there is a national pride bora 
of the conviction that the Bulgarians 
and the Servians and the Greeks have 
vanquished the troops. of the sultan 
Decause they learned the art of war 
tn French military colleges and fought 
with French cannon. 

When, further, it is remembered 
that at Kirk Kflisse and Lule Burgas 
the French guns were matched againat 
German artillery, it will be conceded 
that the crushing defeat inflicted on 
the Turks at these battles is some 
justification for French complacency. 
The Balkan war has been very largely 
a question of guns, and the duel bo- 
tween the French artillerf—-of the 4l- 
lies and the German artillery of the 
Turks has resulted in the triumph of 
the cannon made at Creusot. 

The selection of French guns by the 
armies of the allies was not due to ac- 
eident or hazard. Those responsible 
for the war material, which was to de- 
cide the future of the Balkans knew 
that they could take no chances, that 
their very existence was at stake, an‘ 
so, after testing the material of all 
the ordinance, manufacturers of Eur- 


ope they came to the conclusion that! 


the Schneider guns were the most 
suitable for their purpose. That is 
why General Savoff, who recognized 
the Bulgarian army, selected the splen- 
did 75-millimeter French gun.to annl- 
hilate the Turk, and the war ministe-s 
of Servia and Greece did the same. 
Most of their material is comparative- 
ly modern and bears the date of 1904, 
1905, and 1907. 

Most military men—Kaliser Wil- 
helm’s officers excepted—openly admit 
that the French have the best artil- 
lery in the world. Ituis especially 
suitable for a campaign in the hilly 
country of the Balkans, because of its 
lightness. ‘The nature of the terrain, 
which has been reddened by the blood 
of Bulgarians and Turks, precludes the 
use of heavy, cumbersome guns, and 
that is why the light. handy field and 
mountain guns of the allies have 
proved Invaluable. Foreign attaches 
who have followed the operations in 
the Balkans during the last few weeks 
are at one in their admiration of the 
rapidity, accuracy and murderous ef.- 
fect of the French-made guns. 


A German artillery officer, who wit- 


Pantie broke out in their ranks, they 
quickly became disorganized, and the 
defeat became a rout. In every ar- 
tillery combat since the outbreak of 
hostilities the ranks of the Turks have 
been decimated by the swift and dead- 
ly batteries of their enemies, and as 
they watched the broken columns of 
their foes scattering before their 
merciless fire, the victors broke Into 
fierce, exultant shouts of joy and ee | 
gunners kissed the cannon which ha 
won them conquest and glory. 

Vos canons francais sont epatants! 
(Your guns are astonishing) exclaim. 
ed Prince Alexis, cousin to the king 
of Servia, when speaking to the war 
correspondent of a Paris paper after 
the Turks had been hurled from thé 
fortress of Ferisovic. He could not 
have paid a better tribute to the wis- 
dom of King Peter, who learned the 
art of war as a pupil at the military 
college of St. Cyr and knew what 
French methods and French artillery 
were capable of. The best officers 
in the Servian army have all passed 
long periods in the French army and 
at the Ecole Superieure de Guerre, 
and when the Greek army was reor- 
fanized two years ago that import- 
ant task was confided to a French 
mission, : . 

For a score of years the Turkish 
army was in the hands of Germany’s 
}instructors. The Ottoman’ generals 
are the pupils of the celebrated Von | 
der Goltz, and their military tuition 
was received at the Academy of War 
in Berlin, In the struggle which ‘s 
now qdawing to a close the Turks 
have relied on German strategy and 
fought with German cannon. The 
Balkan troops have put into practice 
the lessons they learned in French 
military schools, and their gunners 
have served French ariillery. The 
duel between Krupp and Creusot tas 
been all to the advantage of the 
latter. 

What is the inference drawn ty 
Frenchmen? A very natural one—that | 
if such admirable results have been 
attained in the latest contest between 
French-trained officers and French 
guns, when pitted against generals who 
studied in German colleges and can- 
non made in Germany, the French 
army has no feason to fear a war 
with Germany, The kaiser may pride 
himself on possessing the most col-| 
ossal army in Europe, but if the 
enemy has the best guns in the world, 
then superiog numbers are only 80 
much chair a canon. Dash, iniatia- 
tive and strategy—no one denies 
these qualities to the French, and 
when the race from which King Ferd- 
inand sppang asserts that French in- 
telligence has been victorious in the

PICTURE SHOW 
Cry of Fire Causes Panic In Which 
Tots Wére Trampled to Death 

It is reported that a terrible disas- 
ter, in which forty children and one 
woman were killed, occurred in a mov: 
ing-picture show at Bilbao. 

The building was crowded with 
spectators, composed almost exclusive- 
ly of women and children, especially 
in the galleries and balconies. Sud- 
denly a cry of “Fire!” was raised, 
and the audience rushed in panic for 
the exits. 

The police and staff of the circus 
were powerless to check the panic, 
and more than twenty children lost 
their lives, being trampled to death 
or suffocated. 

As soon as the news became gen- 
erally known in Bilbao, crowds gath- 
ered outside the building, and heart- 
rending scenes were witnessed as par 
ents and friends recognized the vic- 
tims, 

The cry of Fire! appears to have 
been raised as a practical joke, which 
must be considered criminal, for no 
outbreak seems to have occurred. / 
large number of people are believed 
to have been injured. 

Only one woman lost her life, but 
a large number of women were in- 
jured.

. THE ROOSEVELT DAM 


One of the Remarkable Engineering 
Feate of the Age ‘ 


The Roosevelt dam itn Arizona, tho 
most important masonry structure yet 
undertaken by the reclamation service, 
was formally dedicated on the after- 
noon of March 18 by former Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt in the pres- 
ence of the prominent territorial of- 
ficers, the government engineers and 
citizens from all parts of the south- 
west. 

This dam is ons of the most im- 
pressive irrigation structures in the 
world, and its construction ts one of 
the great engineering feats of the ag>. 
From foundation rock to top of para- 
pet walls it is 284 feet high, its length 
on crest is 1,080 feet, and its cubical! 
contents are 326,000 yards. Its base 
covers appioximately an acre of 

round. The first stone was laid on 
Sept. 20, 1906, and the structure was 
finally completed on Feb. 6, 1911. 

The Roosevelt dam serves a. dual 
purpose—first as a conserver of floods 
and, second, to develop power. The 
storage reservoir created by the dam 
is one of the largest artificial bodies | 
of water in the world. Spread out a} 
foot deep, it would more than cover | 
the entire state of Delaware. 

With the water supply now guaran- 
teed by the Roosevelt reservoir near- 
ly a quarter of a million acres will 
soon be in cultivation, The annual 
income from this land when fully de- 
veloped will be greater than the entire 
cost of the whole project, which is} 
estimated at approximately $9,000,000, 
So rich is the soil and so assured and 
abundant are the crops, it is conserva- 
tive to estimate that the irrigable 
area is capable of supporting in com- 
fort and in homes of their own not 
less than 15,000 families on the farms.

In Paris, some horrible scenes 
of slaughter accompanied the revolt 
of a number of prisoners in the civil 
and naval prison of Rochefort. 

The mutineers killed the chief ward- 
er, his wife, and the chief assistant 
warder. A number of other people 
were badly hurt. The mutineers 
shut themselves into one of the cells,

The chief warder ordered the man 
to be quiet, and threatened him with 
punishment. Drahontiét who had a 
razor hidden In his right hand, rushed 
at the chief warder, Archinard, and 
as Archinard tried to get at his re- 
volver other prisoners dashed at him 
and Drahonnet cut his throat, 

Archinard’s wife heard his shrieks 
as he fell. She rushed into the mob 
of mutineers and flew at the ring- 
leader, A prisoner tried-to help her 
to seize Drahonnet, but the man, who 
was a giant in stature and in strength, 
caught Mme, Archinard by the hair, 
bent her back over his knee and with 
one stroke severed her head from her 
body. 

The assistant chief warder, Bonnet, 
who had been in another part of the 
prison, hurried up with other warders 
and a pitched battle began in the cor- 
ridors of the prigon. 

Drahonnet had found a long-handled 
hatchet with which he did terrible 
damage, and a few minutes after the 
death of his chief, Bonnet was killed 
by a crushing stroke of the ringlead- 
er’s axe which cleft his skull in 
two. 

The fight had taken place on the 
ground floor of the prison, The 
noise }»was heard outside, and a lieu- 
tenant of Colonial Infantry, Lieuten- 
ant Pernin, who happened to be pass- 
ing, rushed in to give assistance to the 
warders. He received two knife 
wounds in the throat and another in 
the left side, and is not expected to 
recover. 

Close cn the heels of Lieutenant 
Pernin came the commissioner of po- 
lice, but the mutineers tore his clothes 
to pieces, rushed him out of the pris- 
on and locked the doors. The ward- 
érs followed, for by this time the pris- 
ners on the upper floors had been 
ecleased, and outnumbering their jail- 
ors, they expelled them and barricad- 
ed themselves in the prison.

Frederick was an intensively active, 
highly capable, strong willed and self 
reliant commander. He concentrated 
all power In bis own hands, redocing 
his ministers to clerical work and his 
generals to the duties of personal leu- 
tenants. Below him the Prussian ad- 
ministration was a thing of stiff and 
mechanical obedience, lacking in int- 
tiative and individuality, 

Several of Frederick's military losses 
were due to the fact that he gave his 
generals such minute orders and was 
80 severe in case of disregard of in- 
structions that they did not dare to 
use thelr own judgment when wnfor- 
seen conditions presented themselves. 
He personally foresaw and provided 
for everything, and he inspected fre- 
quently and thorougbly. His discipline 
was severe, Lis organization good, his 
calculation accurate and limited to 
what was possible. His movements, 
which were skillfully disguised, were 
rapid. 

So superior was Frederick to his op- 
ponents in strategy that they were | 
obliged for safety to keep their troops 
in so concentrated a form that there 
was not sufficient space for effective 
maneuvers. He was more capable in | 
marching and manevver than in bat- 
tle, more capable in battle than in 
siege, 

His great defect as an administrator 
lay in the fact that he dwarfed the 
growth of those below him and so edu- 
cated no talented corps to bear the 
political and military burdens of the | 
state when be should be obliged to | 
lay them down. He apparently could | 
do things only through himself, Hayv- | 
ing a supreme contempt for the capaci- 
ties of most mortals, be bad no mind 
to make experiments which might have 
changed his opinions, Although he 
knew for many years that his succes- 
sor was to be a man withont ability, 


| he banded down to him a system which

Chicken and Veal Pie. 

Buy chicken giblets, the necks, gis 
zards, bearts and livers. By adding 
to these half a pound of- veal cutlet 
there is cnough for au excellent chick- 
en ple. Tut the giblets into a sauce- 
pan with a pint of cold water, a slice 
of onion, a small carrot and a level 
teaspoonful of salt. Simmer nntil 
there is only half a cup of liquid. 
Strain this and sect aside. Cut the real 
into small cubes and cook slowly nutil 
well done and a light brown. T’ut into 
a baking dish with the giblets cut up 
and scatter a little salt fat pork, cut 
to shreds, through the meat. Thicken 
the chicken liquor slightly with flour 


| moistened with water to a paste. Cov- 


er with good, rich pie paste, puff paste 
if you bave it, and bake in a steady 
oven for an bour and a half, 


Boiled Cracker Pudding. 

One quart ef wilk, one pint of pound- 
ed crackers, three eggs, one-fourth 
cupful of molasses, one cupful of seed- 
ed raisins, one teaspoonful of salt, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, one-fourth 
teaspoonful of nutmeg, one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of cloves, one tablespoonful 
of melted butter. Add cracker crumbs 
to milk. Beat eggs until light, add 
salt and spices and combine with the 
crackers and milk mixture. Add mo- 
lasses, raisins and melted butter and 
stir until thoroughly blended. ‘Tie the 
mixture carefully in a heavy floured 
pudding bag. Place on a rack in a 
kettle of boling water, cover and boil 
two and one-quarter bours. Serve with 
hot pudding sauce. 


Spinach tn Eggs. 
Boil the spinach in a very little wa- 


| ter (save the water) and drain the spin- 


ach dry. Chop very fine and mix with 
a tablespoonful of cream. Salt and 
pepper to taste. Have three eggs 
boiled hard; cut them in two length- 
wise; take out the yolks; fill the whites 
with the spinach. Make a sauce with 
one tablespoonful of butter and one 
tablespoonful of flour; stir until 
smooth, then add half a cupful of the 
spinach water and boil for five min- 
utes, stirring all the time, Put the 
whites of eggs on rounds of buttered 
toast. pour the sauce around and sprin- 
kle the yolks of eggs (put through @ 
sieve) over the top. 


| Shell the peavuts and remove the 
| Skins, then roll the nuts with a 

'on 2 murble slab uotil (hey are ’ 

possible. Measure the nuts and for 
every haif pint take one pound of gran- 
ulated sugur. Put the sugar in a 
saucepan without a drop of water, let 
it melt very carefully and when thor- 
oughly melted and brown (not burned) 
remove from the stove. Stir in the pea- 
nuts at once, pour op a marble slab 
and roll very quickly witb a roller 
until thin as a wafer; then cut in 
strips. 


Peanut Cookies. 

Beat to a cream four tublespoonfuls 
of butter and balf a cupful of sugar, 
add two well beaten eggs, four table- 
spoonfuls of milk, one cupful of flour, 
one teaspoonful of baking powder, one 
teaspoonful of essence of lemon or ya- 
nilla and one cupful of finely chopped 
peanuts. Drop from the point of a 
teaspoon on to buttered paper, leaving 


|a good margin around each to prevent 


runuing together. Stick a split peanut 
ou top of each cookie and bake in a 
medium oven, 


Peanut Soup. 

One pint of shelled and bianched pea- 
nuts, two tablespoeonfuls of onion, two 
tablespoonfuls of celery, one pint of 
white stock, four tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, ope pint of milk, salt, red pepper 
and paprika. Chop the peanuts in a 
meat chopper; cook the chopped nuts, 
the onion and tbe celery in the white 
stock for twenty minntes. Melt the 
butter, add the four, the milk and the 
seasoning; cook for five minutes. 
Combine the mixtures, strain and 
serve 

Baked Caramel Custard. 
Melt one half cupful of sugar in a 


; clean frying pan, add ove-half cupful 


of water gradually and cook until 
thick. Beat four eggs uutil light, add 
three tablespvonfuls of sugar, ove salt- 
spoonful of salt, one plut of rich milk 
ard the caramel, Butter an earthen 
bakiug dish, sprinkle with granulated 
sugar, pour in the custard, stand the 
dish in a pan of bot water aud bake 
vutil trm, 


Shrimp Salad. 

Cream twu tablespooufuls ef butter 
and fuur tablespuonfuis of flour to- 
gether, add yolks of three eggs and 
two cupfuls of milk avd cook until 
thickened. Add salt, pepper and a 
pinch of cayenne pepper, one-half tea- 
spovnful of mustard and one can of 
shrimps broken iu small pleces, 


\ Peanut Caramels, 

fut into a saucepan over the Gre one 
eupful of molasses, one cupful of sugat 
and a quarter of a tablespoonfui of 
batter. Cook until the sirup crisps 
when dropped into water; then stir te 
quickly one cupful of chopped peanuts 
and pour inte buttered tins, When 
pearly cold mark late squares.
